TV Owners 

The Toronto Better Business 
Bureau. has issued some help- 
ful information for television 
owner#rs. 

Mr. A. R. Haskell, General 
Manager of the Bureau, said 
that television users should re 
member that reception on tele- 
vision can vary from block te 
block ~—- from house to house 
—- and from one side of the 
room to another. 

Images on the television 
screen may be affected by seve 
eral things, the Bureau pointed 
out:— 

(1) Atmospheric conditiona, 
a mountain or even a tall build 
ing between you and the trans 
mitting station might adverse. 
ly affect reception or reduce 
the effective range of your re 
ceiver. 

(2) “Ghosts” (multiple im 
ages) are generally caused by 
your location and surroundings 
Sometimes they can be come 
pletely or partially elminated 
by antenrg adjustments or by 
auxiliary antenna equipment. 

(3) Passing automobiles or 
airplanes may .mar your ple 
ture momentarily. ~ 
*(4) Reception can be affected 
by other television sets, by 
nearby diathermy machines or 
other electrical devices. 

When buying a television re 
ceiving set two important things 
should be remembered, the. Bu- 
reau stated:— 

(1) The manufacturer’s wat 
ranty. 

(2) Service on your set. 

The Better Business Bureau 


. poimted out that a manufactur- 


er’s warranty that your-set is 
without defects means that if, 
any part should prove defective 
under normal usage within the 
terms ‘of the warranty, your 
dealer will supply you with a 
replacement. 

They warned that most manu- 
facturers’ warranties apply only 


| when you deal with an author- 


‘ized dealer. Read the warranty 
and become acquainted with its 


provisions. 
He said: “Remember, the 
manufacturer’s warranty ap- 


plies only to parts, not to Im 
bour or shipping costs or skilled 
services to determine the de 
fects. Free service in the home 
is not included in the warranty,.) 
That's where the question of 
service comes in. 

“You have to decide whether 
to buy a service contract, which 
is offered by most retailers a 
rectly or indirectly, or whether 
to.buy your set without a serv. 
ice contract, in which case you 
would pay a service man fer 
any subsequent service, other 
than the cost of replacement 
parts as covered by the manw- 
facturer’s warranty.”

Is Man Warming Up The Climate? 


The sorcerer’s apprentice 
learned how to turn the water 
om, but not off. Some weather- 
men and physicists wonder if 
the human race is a sorcerer’s 


‘apprentice without knowing it. 


In their thinking, we may be 
well along toward restoring 
e@arth’s “normal” climate, that 


oa throughout most of its 


ry. 

This was of “nine months of 
gummer and three months of 
early fall” with no polar ice- 
@aps, with tropical and temper- 
ate zone vegetation growing al- 
most to the poles, with seas 100 
feet or more higher than now; 
with a climate at the present 
alte of Buffalo like that of San 
Diego, and at Denver like that 
ef Yuma. 

The agency that may be pow- 
erful enough to bring this about 
fe our ever-rising use of coal, 
gas and oil as fuels, thus in- 
ereasing the amount of carbon 
dioxide in the atmosphere. 

Nature supplies through vol- 
e@anoes, fires and the decay of 
vegetation. For the last century 
man’s use of fossil fuels has 
been growing year by year, es- 
pecially since 1900. 

There has been an increase of 
perhaps 100 per cent in atmos- 
pheric carbon dioxide since 
then accompanied by a warm- 
ing climate. People who ad- 
vance what is called the carbon 
dioxide theory, warn that this 
may constitute cause and effect. 

They warn that as the world 
industrializes, the concentration 
ef carbon dioxide we add to the 
air is increasing fast. Estimates 
ef the present yearly addition 
run from 6,000,000,000 tons a 
year up, and one eminent stu- 
dent of the atmosphere calcu- 
lates that man may release up 
to 1,700,000,000,000 tons in the 
next 50 years. 

If so, the consequences could 
be tremendous. Dr. C. E. P. 
Brooks, the British climatic au- 
thority, calculates that a tem- 
perature rise of only two de- 
grees would melt the polar ice 
saps. 

Why should more carbon di- 
oxide in the air bring about 
@ warming climate? Physicists 
eompare our atmosphere to the 

{ of a greenhouse, under 
which we live. If there were 
no air, as on the moon; or if the 
gun's heat were radiated away 
from the earth as easily as it 
is absorbed, the earth’s surface 
temperatures would sink far be- 
low zero every night. and mount 


toward that of boiling water 
every day. 
But whefl the sun's short- 


wave radiation strikes the sur- 
face, it is absorbed and reradi- 
ated as heat. Some elements of 
the atmosphere, notably ozone, 
water vapor, and carbon diox- 
ide, are transparent to the short- 
wave radiation coming in, but 
trap and hold back ‘the rising 
long-wave heat. Therefore we 
ewe it to them that we are not 
frozen every night, and par- 
boiled every day. 

This is the “greenhouse ef- 
fect.” Now, say the proponents 


@f the carbon dioxide theory, in@ 


putting more of this gas into the 
air yearly, we are in effect 
thickening the roof of our plane- 
tery greenhouse, and #0 holding 
fe more heat year by year. 

The warming trend itself is 
wadisputed. Our winters espe- 
@ally seem to be warmer. Trop!- 


— 


cal and temperate zones seem 
to be widening at least tempo- 
rarily toward the poles. Vegeta- 
tion, fish, and animals, including 
man, are following the poleward 
trend. The Canadian wheat belt 
is now 50 to 100 miles wider 
toward the pole than in 1900. 
Many other such shifts are 
noted. And the seas are creep- 
ing higher. 

This foremost exponent of the 
earbon dioxide theory is Dr. 
Gilbert Plass, physicist formerly 
of Johns Hopkins University, 
He believes that carbon dioxide 
has a far more important role 
in the “greenhouse effect” than 
was formmerly thought. If, as 
some estimates indicate, there 
is now about 10 per cent more 
of it in the atmosphere than -in 
1900, this amount is in itself 
sufficient to account for the gen- 
eral warming. trend since then. 
He estimates that the amount 
during the century will be in- 
creasing by nearly one-third. 

Further, he calculates that 
doubling@#he amount in the air 
would increase the world’s 
warmth about elght degrees or 
much more than enough to melt 
the several million cubic miles 
of water locked up in the ice 
caps. 

This would turn our earthly 
greenhouse into a tropical con- 
servatory, and would ¢ertainly 
submerge all lands néw less 
than 100 feet above sea _ level, 
crowding the present inhabi- 
tants of millions of square miles 
back towards the interior. But 
this would be compensated for 
by opening up other millions of 

uare miles of Arctic and sub- 
Arctic lands to settlement; all 
of Greenland, and perhaps a 
large part even of the Antarctic 
continent. 

Halving the amount of at- 
mospheric carbon dioxide would 
on the other hand lower the 
temperature about eight de- 


grees, and Dr. Plass thinks that 
such an effect may have played 
a part in bringing about past 
ice ages. Geology shows that 
mountain-building. preceded or 
accompanied glacial ages. 
Fresh rock greedily absorbs 
carbon dioxide in weathering. 
Huge expanses of fresh rock 
thrust into the air in mountain 
building would lessen the car- 
bon dioxide content of the at- 
mosphere, which in turn lower 
the temperature, bring more 
snow, and start the glacial cycle. 
On the other hand he finds 
two major effects that might 
balance out the amount of car- 
bon dioxide in the atmosphere. 
First, the oceans are the vastest 
reservoir of it. They . contain 
about 130,000,000,000,000 tons, 
whereas the atmosphere contains 


only about 2,300,000,000,000 tons. 


As the amount in the atmos- 
phere increases, the seas absorb 
more. But they can absorb only 
through their surfaces, and as 
it takes several thousand years 
for the oceans to “turn over” 
and bring all their water to the 
surface, the yearly amount of 
such absorption is limited. Dr. 
Plass thinks man’s output of 
carbon dioxide may be outracing 
this balancing device. 

Second, carbon dioxide is 
necessary to plants, which take 
it from the air. An increased 
supply should provide ‘usher 
plant growth and an increased 
use of atmospheric carbon di- 
oxide. But, as Dr. Plass points 
out, eventually just as much is 
returned to the atmosphere 
through plant decay, as the 
plants use. So this effect, too, 
would terid to balance out, and 
without reducing the total 
amount of atmospheric carbon 
dioxide. 

Flowering plants evolved in 
the latest “long heat wave” of 
the earth, which lasted for many 
millions of years before the 
most recent ice ages. Dr. Plass 
notes that such plants grow 
more lushly in at atmosphere 
enriched with carbon dioxide, 
indicating that their ancestors 
may have evolved in such an 
atmosphere. This logically indi- 
eates that there may have been 
more carbon dioxide in the at- 
mosphere than now, during the 
earth's hundreds of millions of 
years of warm, placid “normal” 
weather. 

Suppose it is proved that man 
is actually acting as the sor- 
cerer’s apprentice? What can 
he do about it? That’s a tough 
question. Dr. Plass figures that 
there are enough fossil fuels to 
add 40,000 trillion tons of car- 
bon dioxide to the atmosphere 
and oceans, with consequent 
enormous changes in the cli- 
mate. 

One way out would be to turn 
to atomic energy, since the split- 
ting atom does not generate 
earbon dioxide. But on the other 
hend, how much _ radioactive 
material wold this put into the 
air, and what would it do to 
mankind? Dr. Plass doesn’t evéu 
atf&mpt to answer this question, 
though he raises it—By Roscoe 
Fleming in The Christian Science 
Monitor.

To 
get a loan from the bank itself 
farmers had to give a complete 
list of their stock and imple- 
ments as collateral, and then 
almost had to go down on their 
knees to get it. Times changed. 
For a few years loans were 
easy to get while interest on 
savings. accounts went down to 
as low as one and a half per 
cent. So, if you had any money 
‘you were almost encouraged to 
spend it. Now the situation is 
reversed. We are encouraged to 
save. That is fine — for those 
who are able to save, but won- 
der what the future holds in 
store for the farmer, in either 
a big or a small way. Some agri- 
cultural economists say the

The spacious cupola atop Ahe 
old Georgian mansion com-~- 
mands a view across the. upper 
reaches of the broad bay and far 
down the river. That, in fact, 
was its purpose. You could post 
yourself there, perhaps equip- 
ped with a long “spyglass,” and 
await the long-expected home- 
coming of the ship in which you, 
and most of the rest of the town, 
were interested. 


The interest was both material 
and, so to speak, sentimental. 
Fifty or sixty of the townsfolk 
might posses shares of the ves- 
sel’s value. Down yonder, just 
beyond the foot of the broad 
elm-shaded lawn that stretches 
from the Palladian portico to the 
bay’s shore, she was put to- 
gether and, to the accompani- 
ment of suitable acclaim, sent 
into her native element, thence 
to roam the Seven Seas and make 
most of the ports thereof. 


Possibly it was a Pendleton 
who commanded her, or maybe 
a Carver, or a Colcord, or a Ross. 
But it might have been one of 
a long line of other master 
mariners of Maine, the captains 
eourageous of a little town on 
the Ponobscot that confidently 
elaims for itself more of them 
than any other along a coast 
where, #0 it is sald, every family 
had at least one of its members 
at sea in the grand epoch of 
American sail, the era of the 
fifties and sixties and seventies 
of the last century. 


But the. distinction that be- 
longs to this Penobscot River 
town, above others, is that its 
proportion@™{seafaring men who 
were at the head of their ca!l- 
ing was so large, larger, if the 
claim is well-founded, than that 
of any other New England ship- 
ping community. It was the 
“town of the captains.” Its tradi- 
tion was of the proudest. Its 
world-encircling ships and their 
masters constituted the aristo- 
eracy of the sea. | 


This is perhaps a haughty 
boast. But it is no idle one, and 
if you are skeptical, it will be 
strange if the records do not 
convince you. And they are here 
that all may see, records in the 
form of models and half-models, 
paintings and photographs, docu- 
ments and log-books, maps and 
charts, letters and diaries, and 
all the paraphernalia of the sea, 
gorted and classified and con- 
vincingly exhibited in one of the 
most remarkable: maritime mu- 
seurms in America, the Penobscot 
Marine Museum at Searsport, 
town of the three hundred cap- 
tains courageous.

ships built not alone on the 
Penobscot, but all along . the 
coast, from Portland to the St. 
Croix. 

They were stalwart men, do- 
minant, not to be trifled with 
either by recalcitrant seamen or 


by trumpet - voiced “bucko” 
mates. Contemplate Captain 
Pendleton, one of many Pen- 


dietons of Searsport indeed, but 
in this case black-bearded and 
of uncompromising micn. No far 
flight of fancy is needed to see 
him on his quarterdeck, maybe 
in half-a-gale off the Horn, a 
gleam in his eye that challenges 
the elements themselves. He is 
considering whether it were well 
to shorten sail, something a 
master mariner of Maine was 
always reluctant to do. His two 
mates, “Misters,” regard him 
doubtfully. Certainly the ship is 
commencing to labor. 


The master decides. “Furl the 
t’ gallants, Mister,” he addresses 
the chief officer, and in an in- 
atant a stentorian shout defies 
the roaring of wind and sea. 
“All hands furl t’ gallants!” 
And the men, led by the second- 
mate, spring into the rigging, 
elimb the frail ratlines one by 
one, over the crosstrees a hun- 
dred feet above the deck, and 
line out along the sagginb foot- 
ropes, while the men below loose 
halliards and man clew lines.

Those 
seas in their varied and varying 
aspects they knew as well 
Whether, like yonder ship “en- 
tering the port of Genoa, May 
30, 1865," under full sail in a

In Mother's early years of 
housekeeping at the start of the 
eentury, there was little fruit. 
gold in the stores during winter 
months. Bananas were never im 
evidence and oranges were con- 
gidered holiday luxuries. Dried 
prunes could be obtained but

dried dates and apricots were - 


bought only for special occa- 
sions. 


The apple was Mother's stand- 
by, and applesauce was the stan- 
dard supper dessert. We ate it 
from November to May but we 


- ever tired of it because Mother 


served it with so many varia- 
tions. 

The sauce was always made 
from firm, first-quality apples, 
for that was the only kind that 
Father considered wintering. 
The dpples were stored in the 
west end of the cellar, where 
they filled the cool air with 
heavy fragrance. The McIntosh 
barrel was always placed, near- 
est the cellar stairs because the 
“Macs” had to be used first, for 
they were ‘poor keepers” after 
Christmas. The yellow Bellflow- 
ers, the huge Tompkins King, 
the spicy Nodheads, and the red- 
eheeked Baldwins were each 
stored in. their own barrel. We 
ehildren could recognize each 
wariety by its odor and the tex- 
ture of its skin so that we need- 
ed no candle when we went to 
the darkened cellar to fill the 
apple pan. 

Whether Mother was making 
gauce from Bellflowers or Bald- 
wins, she always added a gener- 
ous portion of dairy butter to the 
hot mixture when she removed 
it from the stove. The sauce was 
wsually served in china sauce 
dishes but occasionally Mother 
used glass fruit dishes or dainty 
teacups, capping each serving

On cold winter afternoons 
when it was necessary to have\ 
a hot fire in the kitchen stove in 
order to warm the room, Mother 
made baked applesauce. She 
placed finely cut apples in a 
shallow pan, sprinkled the.pieces 
with sugar and cinnamon,\.and 
added a cup of water. In the. 


long, slow cooking the water 


boiled away, leaving a rich, 
jellylike liquid in the corners 
ofethe pan. 

Boiling and baking were not 
the only ways of making sauce 
that Mother knew. We consid- 
ered her steamed applesauce & 
great treat. Once or twice dur- 
ing the winter, Father brought 
home a package of dried figs and 
Mother sought to make the figs 
“spend well” by combining them 
with apples. Both figs and apples 
were ground in the food chop- 
per and then cooked slowly in 
the top of a double boiler. No 
water was added to the mixtures 
but when it was removed from 
the heat, butter and a small 
quantity of sugar were stirred 
into the yich salice. 

Sugar-was not the-only sweet- | 
ening used for applesauce. 
Sometimes maple syrup or mo- 
lasses or jelly was added, There 
is nothing prettier than apple- 
sauce sweetened with grape 
jelly. 

Today we have bananas and 
oranges all winter. All sorts of 
/ \nous dried fruits are ob- 
“able at the stores. Frozen 
fruits are tempting in taste and 
reasonable in price. But our 
family continyes to regard apple- 
sauce as the standard supper 
dessert. Not infrequently, -one 
hears the quaery, ‘when are we 
going to have steamed apple- 
sauce for supper?” — 


Hush-Hush! 


For some time now British 
Railways have been carrying out 
hush-hush experiments aimed 
at reducing the noise of their 
trains, One took place near the 
small village of Cropredy in Ox- 
fordshire. 

The usual 100-ft. rails were 
workshop - welded into 300-ft. 
lengths. At the site they were 
further welded into 600-ft, 
lengths of line. Thus, not only 
was the noisy click-click of the 
wheels reduced sixfold, but wear 
and tear also. 


The men on the job included 
highly skilled engineers and sci- 
entists, for the joins in the weld- 
ing have to be as smooth as mod- 
ern technicians can make them.

Colorado Story 


Nobody ever associates the 
cool, crisp air and the whisper- 
ing green pines of the Rockies 
with a tropical or subtropical 
climate. And yet, according to 


geological records, several mil- — 


lion years ago the Rocky Moun- 
tains were a maze of tropical 
forests, inhabited with strange 
creatures such as dinosaurs and 
brontosaurs. 5 


How do we know all -this? 
Because of the stories the rocks 
and petrified wood tell u And 
one of the mos. interesting 
stories has been preserved in 
the Pike Petrified Forest just 35 
miles west of Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, and 2% miles south 
of the village of Florissant. 

Here on a 40 acre tract there 
are more than 90 petrified 
stumps and fallen trees which 
date back at least’ 28 million 
years. Fifteen of these stumps 
have been excavated, and work 
on others had been started. 

A living pine tree, estimated 
to be about 45 years, grows out 
of a petrified stump. some 15 
feet across. Another stump 
measures 17% feet in diameter, 
10% feet high, and is estimated 
to weigh 140 tons. One fallen 
trunk about 20 féet long looks 
like charred wood which prob- 
ably means it had been burned 
before it was covered with lava, 
and petrified. Another stump 
sparkles brilliantly in the sun 
from its crystal content. 

The only petrified trio in the 
world rises majestically, and 
each stump of this unusual trio 
measures at least six feet across. 
On examination you will find 
that the trio has a common

The tree sites show up as cir- 
cular outcroppings of petrified 
wood, shattered in small pieces. 


Then comes the big job of ex- 


cavating—a tedious, careful task 


’ because the trees are so brittle, 


A huge trench is dug around 
the site, about two feet from 
the tree, and the men work in 
toward the tree lifting out lay- 
ers of pumice, soil and silt. 

This pumice is interesting too 
as it shows the imprints of 
leaves, bugs, fishes, and other 
objects which existed” in anti- 
quity. Some of the specimens 
seen in the museum on the 
property are ancestral elm which 
now are found living only in 
China, magnolia leaves, ancestral 
oak leaves, oregon grape leaves, 
myrtle leaves, cattails, and an- 
cestral ironwood leaves. There 
is the imprint of a 24-inch trop- 
ical fish and many, many in- 
sects recorded on the pumice. 

Pumice ig actually a volcanic 
ash which covered this area 
during the periods millions of 
years ago when some of the sur- 
rounding mountains were active 
volcanoes. In fact, the volcanoes 
are really responsible for our 
accurate record of what took 
place here in antiquity. 

Let’s turn back the pages in 
our geology book to find out 
what happened to these trees 
and this area. During the Ceno- 
zaic period a great lake which 
now is known as Lake Floris- 
sant filled the valley. Giant ce- 
dars, sequoias, and other trees 
lived on its banks. During this 


_ time_a great upheaval took place 


forcing the mountains upward, 
The neighboring voleanoes erup-_ 
ted and volcanic ash driven. by* 
the wind fell into the lake and 
its feeder streams. Lava poured 
down. taking with it soil and 
rock. The trees were broken off 
by the agglomerate which filled 
the lake, leaving the giant 
‘stumps and trunks. 

. Then nature got busy and 
played ‘another trick on the 
trees. Silica soaked through the 


agglomeration resulting in petri- - 


fied trees. Petrifaction does not 
mean the tree turns to stone. It 
means that as each particle of 
the tree—the bark and fiber— 
is dissolved in the mineral wa- 
ter, a bit of quartz takes its 
place, thus preserving the exact) 
form of the tree. Small pockets 
and fissures are often filled with 
a different flow and thus the 
chalcedonys,. opals, and calcite 
crystals also appear.

Chinese Fashion 

Is Mrs. Wang, of Peking,’ or 
Hankow, or Chengtu, interested 
in buying vegetables out of sea- 


son? Rare herbs? Wild fruits? 
Tender fowl? 


All she has to do is to go 
down to the free market and in- 
dulge in some good old-fashion- 
ed capitalistic bargaining with 
the vendgr. 

But if. she wants a staple 
meat like pork, chances are she 


_will have to queue up in front 


of a state-run butcher shop, and 


. perhaps go home empty-handed. 


And if she needs cotton cloth 
or mosquito netting, she will 
have to take her ration coupons 
with her — even if she is buy- 
ing as Jittle as 5 inches of mat- 
erial, * 

Six months ago, after a three- 
year whirl with rigid state con- 
trol over both ‘production and 
sales of consumer goods, Com- 
munist China’s economic officials 
decided to reintroduce a free 
market in certain specified 
goods. 

The change-over began, grad- 
ually, in the second half of last 
year. It was encouraged by such 
top-ranking officials as Deputy 
Premier Chen Yun, who told the 
Eighth Congress of the Chinese 
Communist Party last September 
that “measures taken by the 
economic departments of the 
state in the past few years, par- 
ticularly the past two years, to 
restrict capitalist industry and 
rOmmerce have now become un- 
necessary.” 


Mr. Chen said that when 
capitalist industries started pro- 
ducing almost exclusively for 
the state, they become less in- 
terested in the quality of their 
products. In turn, state-run 
wholesale companies were so 
large that they lost touch with 
local requirements. Certain 
places were overstocked and 
other places understocked. 

Likewise farmers, after being 
herded in cooperatives, lost in- 
terest in “subsidiary rural pro- 
ducts” because these no longer 
enabled them to earn the extra 
Income they needed. Prices offer- 
ed for agricultural produce were 
too low. In fact, Mr. Chen said, 
“There is in our present price 
policy something unfavorable to 
production.” 

But the Communists were 
caught in a dilemma, for they 
had to hold both the price line 
and the supply route so far as 
major commodities were con- 
cerned. The government had to 
have an assured supply of grain 
at fixed prices, for instance. 
Among manufactured goods, cot- 
ton yarn and cotton piece-goods 
were in short supply end had to 
be rationed. 


As a compromise, therefore, 
the concept of a limited free mar- 
ket was evolved. The market 
was to be free because prices 
would be arrived at by the buy- 
ers and sellers themselves, ex- 
cept in cases of bulk purchasers 
such as state shops and supply 
and marketing cooperatives,

which were to buy goods through 
exchange houses. 


Today, half a year after these 
changes began to be introduced, 
Communist officials claim that 
“the planned change-over to the 
free marketing of nonstaple 
goods has been successful nation- 
ally.” 

The amount and variety of 
consumer goods on the market 
have increased, and prices have 


remained stable, a New China 
News Agency dispatch Jan. 30 | 


claimed. About one-third of all 
China’s agricultural commodities 
are now said to be bought and 
sold on the free market. 


The free market, it was claim- 
ed, reduced intermediaries be- 
tween the grower and the user. 
In Shanghai, up to four proces- 
ses were cut out of the handling 
of vegetables and dried fruits. 
The transit time between the sel- 
ler and the buyer was reduced 
from seven days to one day — 
which meant, in the case of ag- 
ricultural produce, less spoilage. 

The new dispensation has also 
brought unwelcome trends. Some 
peasants are trying to leave the 
cooperatives and to become in- 
dividual entrepreneurs again. 


There {has been™speculation -on 
the free-market and “some de-/ 


velopment of capitalist forms.” 

But the Communists claim 
these are only temporary phen- 
omena, and “measures are be- 
ing taken by the state to cope 
with them.” 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Wang picks 
her way between the tight-pack- 
ed stalls of an expanding mar- 
ket area, savoring the smoke of 
roasting peanuts, poking at bas- 
kets of querulous ducks, in de- 
termined quest of that elusive 
but ever-beckoning bargain.

Now, 
entitled “Our Cows Were Not 
Neglected”, comes another from 
the same source. I cannot guar- 
antee that any of you «dairy 
farmers will get anything of 
vast scientific value from it — 
bat I can say that is is good for 
a few real laughs. Read it and 
see what I mean.

One of our professors recently 
made harangue on a farm radio 
program and said good milk is 
37 per cent grain, 21 per cent 
machinery, and 9 per cent hard 
labor. Malcolm MacCormick, 
veteran radio farm editor, there- 
upon thanked him, and he no 
doubt retagned to his experi- 
mental station to discover fur- 
ther mathematical relationships. 
In view of many memories and 
wide experience, ~as well as 
close fésociation with the old- 
time production of What we mis- 
takenly called milk, I can oo 
that times have changed. We 
used to get 100 per cent milk, 
composed of 98 per cent hard 
labor and 2 per cent cut-up po- 
tatoes, and grain was something 
you gave bossy. so she’d stand 
still while you milked her, 

This was’ pretty much so. We 
had to keep two cows, so one 
would be milking while the 
other was dry, and when they 
were both milking production 
was more than ample, We never 
sold any milk, since everybody 
around about also had two cows, 
at least, so an important adjunct 
of every two-cow family was 
the big molasses puncheon into 
which excess milk was dumped 
for the pigs. Pigs went with 
cows, and you might as well keep 
two as one. 

Our milk had nothing added, 
and was used in its native con- 
dition. A gallon pitcher would 
be filled, we had several such, 
night and morning for family 
use, and “stirring the milk” was 
a pre-meal ritual along with 
seating Grandmaw, grace, and 
taking the napkins out of the 
rings. I can remember that at 
times Mother would get seated, 
and then would jump:up with 
an, “Oh, I forgot to stir the 
milk!” She would bring the 
long-handled fork used for fry- 


ing doughnuts and _ turning 
bacon, and whisk it around in 
the milk jug until the risen 
cream was again throughout the 
whole and we could pour our 


glasses full. If one of us pour- 
ed a glass without first stirring 
the pitcher,’ we'd get a rich, 
heavy, almost-curd result which 
was a mite too thick for drinking. 


Since such milk has been de- 
clared uneonstitutional, perhaps 
I sh6uld explain that the cream 
content then was considerably 


more than the law now allows: 
The milk we didn't use upstairs 
was put in pans on the cool cel- 
lar floor, and after about two 
days the cream would be skim- 
med off for butter, The skimmed 
milk thus accumulated was used, 
in our unenlightened fashion, 
for feeding pigs, cottage cheese, 
and occasionally painting a hen- 
house; When modern chemists 
discovered casein paint it cer- 
tainly astonished a lot of old- 
timers who had been using it 
for generations and didn’t know 
it. I @an't recall that we ever

referred to this skimmed milk 
at “nonfat,” but that’s what it 
no doubt was. 

But I wanted to speak about 
the grain. If modern milk is 37 
per cent grain, I can see why 
we didn’t get it in the olden 
days: During the summer, when 


a cow could get all the green 


grass she wanted, and by breach- 
ing could pick up a few carrot 
tops, pea vines, and petunias, 
we didn’t feed any grain. In the 
winter, when the mows gave 
down field - cured | sweetness, 
packed away with about .005 
per cent machinery, we used to 
give them a little. When a cow 
dried off, being about to freshen, 
we did give her a couple of hand- 
fuls of bran night and morning. 
This was supposed to “make 
bones,” but probably research 
has since exploded this. I think 
we chose bran because it was 
cheapest, and we usually had a 
bin of it for the pigs anyway. 
The other cow, still giving 
milk, would get two boy’s hand- 
fuls of “dairy ration.” This real- 
ly cost money, sometimes as 
much as a dollar and a quarter 
bag, and I think it was just 
run-Oihe-mill sweepings with 
low-grade mouleeees added so the 
cows would eat it. An adult 
gave one handful, and the grain 
had to be scattered well among 
the orts of the manger so ‘it 
would take bossy quite a time to 
find it and clean it up. This is 
when you milked her. Our grain 
program must have gone to one 
tenth of 1 per cent, conversion 
factors and all. 
But our cows were not ne- 
glected. We were able to offer 
numerous pamperings not pos- 


‘sible in the assembly-line milk 


factory of today. We would take 
out a candy bucket (wooden) of 
hdt water from the stove, and 
mix it with the cold pump water 
so bossy would have a warm 
drink. Winter water a scant 
notch above freezing would 
make a cows teeth ache so she’d 
stick her snout in the air and 


turn her lips back, so we warm- |

ed her water and made her like 
us. 

Then we'd cut up potatoes. 
Only those who have done it 


know what it’s like to go into . 


the vegetable cellar in winter, 
with a lantern, and sit on a box 
while you cut up two pails of 
potatoes. You have to cut them 
up, as whole potatoes will choke 
a cow. The banking boards and 
the snow shut out all light and 
sound, and the ‘weather-tight 
cellar had its own flavor and 
climate. More than once the 
oxygen burned low and my lan- 
tern went out, leaving me to 
grope my way up again with a 
pail in each hand. Sometimes 
we cut up turnips, but you could 
only give a cow so many tur- 
nips or the milk would taste. 
Mother ran tests on this, and she 
could taste turnips when nobody 
else could. But cows like tur- 
nips, and they were’ always glad 
to see some coming. Of course, 
they didn’t produce any milk 
which would pass our stringent 
modern requirements, but we 
didn’t complain about that. We 
didn’t know any better.

“That's not a drop in the 
bucket compared with what's still 
loose in this ship!” roared the 
skipper.

Twenty men in other 
departments hadn't been able to 
gtand their early morning four- 
to-eight watch; the two cooks of 
the galley watch were too drunk

Turning abruptly, he slammed 
into the yeoman deputized to 
write up charges. On the impact 
a bottle of whisky slipped from 
the yeoman’s waist, down his 
pant leg, and crashed on the 
steel deck, splashing the skip- 
per’s shoes. “While you're writ- 
ing up charges,” he snapped, 
“put yourself down for a general 
court-martial!” “Aye, aye, sir,” 
said the luckless yeoman. 

While they stood in ranks in a 
broiling sun with parched 
tongues, splitting heads, and sick 
stomachs, the officers combed 


. the ship, finding loot everywhere, 


under pillows, mattresses, in 
hammocks, lockers. 


Despite the thorough search, 
however, the total yield was dis- 
appointing.

He’s One Feller- 
They Won’t Forget 


Back in the spring of 1937 in 
an exhibition game between the 
Cleveland Indians and the New 
York Giants a group of sports- 
writers recoiled through sheer 
reflex action every, time a rookie 
Cleveland pitcher unwound him- 
self and flung the ball plateward. 
There were two reasons. 

One was because the press box 
at the Vicksburg, Miss., ball 
park, where the game was being 
played, was.set level with the 
field and only a secant 10 yards 
behind the catcher. The second 
was because the pitcher was Bob 
Feller, who was throwing with 
all the celerity of a machine gun. 

That. night the wires out of 
Vicksburg hummed with stories 
about the Van Meter, Iowa, farm 
boy who was as fast as Walter 
Johnson. One look had been 
enough to let the boys in press 
row know they were seeing 
something extra special. Feller, 
who recently announced his re- 
tirement after 20 years in the big 
leagues, left a legacy of pitching 
records to back them up. 

Back in those early days Bob 
was raw, unskilled, and untu- 
tored. He walked like a boy who 
had been brought up following 
a plow and when he raised his 
left leg, preparatory to pitching, 
his foot pointed in the direction 
of third base. But he could throw 
a baseball as hard as anybody 
you ever saw, including Dazzy 
Vance, or Lefty Grove, or Wal- 
tér Johnson, writes Phil Elderkin 
in The Christian Gelence Moni- 
tor. 

The boy himself was as raw as 
his delivery — and as basically 
sound. Feller was still a coun- 
try boy, so much so that he even 
had his school books with him so 
that he might return later for a 
diploma. He was polite, cour- 
teous, and il} at ease. Ten years 
later he was as polished as a 
diplomat and a consistent 20- 
game winner. 

It is quite possible that Feller 
has taken more money out of 
baseball, and. its various side- 
lines, than any other athlete since 
Babe Ruth. Bob hadn’t been 
around too long before he be- 
came Ro-Fel, Inc. — baseball's 
first Incorporated ballplayer. 

When he signed his 1947 base- 
ball contract with Cleveland, 
former prsident Bill Veeck called 
a special press conference. With 
one arm around Feller and flash- 
ing that little grin of his, Veeck 
pointed In the direction of Mu- 
nicipal Stadium and said: “Bob 
now owns everything to the left 
of first base.” 

Bill was joking, but not very 
much. That year Cleveland sup- 
posedly paid Feller a tidy $80,- 
000, with a bonus clause attached, 
based on attendance, which may 
have added another $10,000 to his 
salary. 

Bob probably picked up: an- 
other $25,000, in endorsements. 
He lends his name to such pro- 


ducts as ice cream, sports wear, . 


peanut butter,. shaving cream, 
and breakfast food. However, he 
was always extremely careful 
never to allow his name to be 
used for cigarette or liquor ad- 
vertising, or anything which he 
felt would not be of benefit to 
young \people, many of whom 
had formed fan clubs in his hon- 
or. 

As a pitcher, Feller probably 
was the best of his time. He was 
a 20-game winner as recently as 
1951 and his victory total for 21 
years is an eye-popping 266. In- 
cluded in that number are three 
no hitters and 12 one hitters. In 
fact, if he hadn't spent three of 
his most productive years in the 
service, he might have been 
baseball's first 300-game winner 
since Bob Grove. 

This may seem relatively small 
t> some old-timers who recall 
Cy Young's 500-plus wins, but

There Have Been Changes 


Ever since Adam in the Gar- 
den of Eden man and garden- 
ing have been closely associated 
But there have been a lot of 
changes and every decade sees 
more. A great many of the 
flowers and vegetables that our 
grandparents planted would be 
as much out of place in the mod- 
ern garden as the old wood 
stoves in our up-to-date kitchen, 
or the model T on our super- 
highways. 

We use many of the safe 
names.’ There is till bantam 
corn, petunias, asters and phlox. 
The lilac remains one of our 
most popular dnd _ beautiful 
shrubs But there is little simi- 
larity except in name with those 
plants in our garden today. 
There has been a vast improve- 
ment in quality, in productive- 
ness, in colours and in resistance 
to disease. 

Not so many years ago garden 
corn, for instance, was a luxury 
in many parts of Canada. It 
took too long to mature. It was 
not hardy enough except for 
the warmer section of the coun- 
try.. And when we aid gacseed 
in growing “a few cobs, the sea- 
son lasted only a few days. In 
flowers and shrubs, too, we were 
limited to a few standard col- 
ours, not’ very bright and all 
gone in a matter of days. 

Now, with vast improvements 
in hardiness, colouring and 
quality, we can have gardens 
almost anywhere in Canada, 
right up into the Yukén and 
around Great Slave lake if 
necessary. And we can. have 
fresh vegetables and bright 
bloom from early in the Spring 
until even after the first frosts 
in the Fall. 


Spread It Out 


It is foolish to plant all the 
garden on a single afternoon 
just as soon as the first warm 
weather comes. A late frost may 
ruin all tender growth and if 
it does escape frost, all the 
flowers will come out early: or 
all the vegetables will be ready 
at the same time. 


With the vegetables especially, 
it is advisable to spread sowings, 
so that the harvest may be 
spread out also. Experienced 
gardeners make a regular prac- 
tice of planting such things as 
carrots, beets, lettuce, beans, 
spinach, radish, etc. at least 
three times, about two or three 
weeks apart. To further spread 
the harvest, they will also use 
early, medium and late varieties. 
There is no’ good reason why 
the vegetable garden should not 
yield continually from early 
gemmer until late fall. And the 
same “Pteg. for most annual 
flowers, too. - 


Centrepiece 

Virtually every garden, for- 
mal or informal is built around; 
a lawn, The latter is the real 
centrepiece and the smoother 
and gréener it is the better it 
shows off the flowers, shrubbery 
and home. There are a lot of 
poor lawns in Canada but there 
shouldn’t be, because preparing 
and maintaining a respectable 
one is not difficult. A few. basic 
points should be kept in mind. 


First, we must remember that 
grass is a plant like a flower or 
a vegetable and if we want fine 
luxuriant deep green growth 
we should feed it once in a while 
just like we feed our flowers 
and vegetables. And another 
even mote basic point it to make 
gure that we start with good 
seed, and suitable seed. If these 
two points are kept in mind the 
rest is simple because healthy 
grass from healthy seed will 
pretty well take care of its own 
problems. 
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remember Young was pitching in 
the era of the so-called dead ball, 
when four or five home runs was 
enough to lead the majors.

London Auctions . 


“Thrill Visitors 


To climb the staircase to one 
of London’s famous 
rooms is to step back in time 
to the Victorian, or even the 
Georgian era. 


There is a sense of quiet -dig- 
nity in the proceedings which 
lifts the auctions out of mere 
The catalogue 
descriptions are in vivid detail 
and one can almost fee! the 
sheen of rose or satinwood. 

American collectors in par- 
ticular are finding a good mar- 
ket for their objects d'art at 
Sotheliy's and Christie’s since 
the ban on timporting these for 
gale was lifted. 

At Christie’s a small collection 
of late Chinese porcelain sent 
over from the United States 
recently provided the occasion 
for spirited bidding, much of it 
from Holland. The lots included 
some of the rarest examples of 
the products of the Chinese 
kilns of the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies, splendid, colorful pieces 
which astonished our ancestors 
when they first reached the 
Western world. 

Both Christie's and Sotheby's 


were founded in the 18th cen-. 


tury; since then they have of- 
fered for sale some of the 
world’s most famous art treas- 
ures. Visitors are welcome to 
attend the sales and to inspect 
the works of art displayed in 
the rooms usually on the day 
before the sale. 

At Sotheby’s one walks up 
the short wide staircase to the 
four rooms on the first floor 
where the walls are covered 
with priceless tapestries and 
pictures and the cases filled with 
the finest china from many parts 
of the world. On the floor one 
may walk over an Aubusson rug 
or a beautiful Bokhara. 

The auctioneer stands in the 

“pulpit” with a clerk seated at 
a desk below him. In front of 
him dealers sit at green baize 
tables, talking In whispers and 
taking notes. 

The rooms at current sales 
are filled with dealers acting as 
agents, dealers in their own 
right, with private buyers and 
those who are merely there ‘to 
watch proceedings. 

From the poker- Pixed crowd 
it is difficult to see who is bid- 
ding against whom, but there is 
no secret about the buyer, un- 
less he deals through an agent. 
The auctioneer announces the 
purchaser when the bidding 
stops. 

On a recent visit the crowd 
surged into the rooms for the 
sale of a Stradivarius violin. 
Many violins come to the show- 
rooms with the great master’s 
label inside. Few turn out to 
be genuine. When one does, the 
bidding is a lively duel, flitting 
from $1,500 on this day to 
$9,900 in a few seconds. For this 
gum the bidder had acquired 
“a very fine Stradivarius violin” 
with varnish of a beautiful am- 
ber to brown, in excellent pre- 
servation, of the year 1703; with 
two bows, one silver, one gold- 
mounted.

Genuine dealers 
in musical instruments re- 
mained to bid for the 19th cen- 
tury |mechanical organ or the 
rare dulcimer, the Georgian 
spinet, or the Italian clovichord 
of perhaps 1700. 


Echoes of the musical heyday 


of Haydn, Mozart, and J.S Bach 
were recalled by -an English 
piano of that period, the earliest 
suryiving grand pianoforte by 
Johannes Broadwood, 1788. The 
original instructions for tuning 
and caring for the instrument 
were still behind the “name 
board. Perhaps it was a reflec- 
tion on the size of modern 
drawing rooms that this early 
piano went for $165. 


In the furniture -section, the 
catalogue conjures up all the 
curls and twists of the Victorian 
era, with its white-capped par- 
lor maid and_ green baize- 
aproned manservant flipping 
round with fedther brush and 
duster, Side tables/had giltwood 
stands centered by lions’ masks 
and with drapery held. inthe 
beaks of griffins. A bureau had 
a rimmed serpentine top, a Wil- 
liam and Mary giltwood’ stand 
was fitted with a marble top to 
form a side table, “the double 
scroll legs carved with leaves 
and joined by a deep apron 
piece, the central panel carved 


with a winged boy standing 
among foliage.” 
Oriental rugs and _ carpets 


were sold quickly. Large Au- 
busson tapestries, covering. near- 
ly the whole of one wall and 
worth hundreds of pounds, fell 
in minutes. 


Nowadays collections usually 
come from many small collec- 
tions rather than from one big 
one — which all adds drama 
and interest for the overseas 
visitor to the salesroom.—From 
The Christian Science Monitor. 


Compulsory 
Fluoridation 


The long arm of federal gov- 
ernment control over the indi- 
vidual lives of some of Its citizens 
has now been stretched even 
farther than in the past. The 
department of defense has di- 
rected its officials on state-side 
military bases on which depend- 
ent children live to fluoridate 
the domestic water supply used 
by resident families, 


The fluoridation of water to 
protect children’s teeth from de- 
cay has become a controversial 
matter in many local communi- 
tles where it has been proposed, 
Its advoc include various 
profession ental societies and 
individuals sincerely conceéried 
with public health. Opponents 
include other persons who, for 
one reason or another, do not 
want their water “doctored” be- 
fore it reaches their homes. The 
question has been settled by vote 
in some locafities. . 


Military personnel and their 
families are always subjected to 
all sorts of rules and regulations, 
and many will take the fluorida- 
tion order in stride. The na- 
tional defense department direc- 
tive, however, does appear to 
take a rather basic freedom of 
choice away from the individual 
citizen who happens to be quar- 
tered on a military base. 

Regardless of the merits or de-

Bachelor’s Pie

lyslices raw potatoes into the 
pan tO*eagke a layer about an 
inch deep. Siieetops this with 
a layer of thinly sliced onions, 
and adds salt and pepper. Over 
this she arranges inch-wide 
strips of round steak, then dots 
the whole with small pleces of 
suet, and salts and peppers again. 
She covers the plate with pie- 
crust, slashed to permit steam 
to escape, and leaves the pie in 
a medium-hot oven to bake un- 
til done. Her stove is wood- 
fired, and she can gauge her 
heat and length of baking to a 
hicety through long experience.

Cooking Tips For 


Small Families 


Senior homemakers who enjoy 
cooking for one or two are in 
clover these days, for with all 
the canned, packaged, and frozen 
foods on the market, even short- 
cut meals can be nourishing, ap- 
petizing, and varied. 

The secret of variety, says a 
home economist with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, is in 
using the popular “convenience” 
foods along with others in dif- 
ferent combination. Canned 
corned beéf, for example, may be 
formed into small cakes and 
grilled with a slice of pineapple 
on top. Canned tomato soup, un- 
diluted, makes a piquant sauce 
for meat balls, or it may be com- 
bined with quick-cooking rice 
for a savory “Spanish Rice.” 

Canned macaroni or spaghetti 
in cheese sauce go well with 
ground meat, tuna fish, cut-up 
cooked chicken or ham, dried 
beef, or frankfurters, baked to 
blend the flavors. Canned tuna 
fish or chicken, with chopped 
onion and green pepper for 
extra flavor and color, are de- 
licious when combined with con- 
densed chicken .soup. If baked, 
top with baking powder biscuit, 
or with -bread crumbs, crushed 
erackers, or crumbled corn 
flakes. 

Many a cook whose stove is a 
single gas or electric burner 
specializes in one-dish meals. 
Not’ skimpy, stand-up-at-a- 
counter-and-eat affairs, but 
old-time 
favorites as braised liver or pot 
roast with vegetables, fish chow- 
der, Irish stew, or New England 
boiled dinner. To complete the 
menu, a8 crisp salad, bread, and 
perhaps a simple dessert of 
fruit, fruit pudding, ice cream 
or sherbet. 

A skillet of cast iron or cast 
aluminum with a tight-fitting lid 
makes it possible to prepare 
one-burner meals in series, First, 
plan a dessert which can be 
served cold; say fruit, fruit gela- 
tin, or tapioca pudding. Then, 
for example, combine ground 
meat with cooked spaghetti and 
tomato sauce and cook it in the 
skillet. When this is done set it 
aside —- it will keep hot in the 
skillet —- while you cook broc- 
coli or some other green veg- 
etable. 

A double boiler is another 
handy utensil in the one-burner 
kitchen. For “double decker” 
cooking, boil potatoes, corn on 
the cob, or some other vegetable 
in the lower part of the boiler 
while rolls are heating in the 
upper part. And of course there’s 
nothing more useful than a 
double boiler for reheating such 
foods as cooked meat and gravy, 
and other leftovers.

As experienced homemakers 
leftovers can save both 
time and money. “Just be sure,” 
cautions my home economist 
friend, “that they are planned 
leftovers. Add just enough new 
food so that you won't find your- 
self eating leftover leftovers.” 


Among her suggestions for 
planned leftovers are these: Use 
leftover bread in cheese fondue, 
scalloped dishes,! bread pudding. 
Or toast the bread, top with a 
sliced frankfurter and a thin slice 
of Cheddar cheese, and broil till 
the cheese melts. Omelets and 
scrambled eggs can be enhanced 
with small bits of cheese or to- 
mato, green onion, peas, or ham, 
chicken, or bacon. 

Salads are a “natural” for 
leftovers. To a tossed green salad 
add cut strips of ham, chicken, 
pork, or veal. Mix leftover cook- 
ed vegetables — chopped celery, 
cucumber slices, tomatoes, green 
pepper, shredded cabbage. Com- 
bine leftover fruits with small 
cream cheese balls, or grated 
cheese, or serve with cottage 
cheese. Or- for dessert, combine 
the fruits with sliced bananas, 
and sprinkle plain or toasted 
coconut over the top.

When Sailors Wore -|. 


Flowered Hats! 


‘The decision that Royal Navy 
personnel should wear “civies” 
while engaged in Suez salvage 
operations was a startling. break 
with tradition. Yet British sailors 
have not always worn an official 
uniform. 

In the eighteenth century, sub- 
ject to the individual whim of 
them captains, sailors wore what 
they pleased. For instance, the 
captain of H.M.S. Tulip decreed 
green jackets and a flower in 
the hat as the appropriate rig 
for his men. / 

‘The captain’ of H.M.S. Blazer 
also\had definite ‘ideas on dress. 
His boats’ crews had to wear 
blue ‘and white-striped jackets,) 
which incidentally, became the 
forerunner of the modern “bla- 
zer.’ The men of H.M.S, Cale- 
donia could easily be picked out 
in a crowd, for they wore Scots 
bonnets with tartan ribbons. 

But the naval officer with the 
most eccentric notions on dress 
and appearance was Captain 
“Nobby” Ewart. An enthusiast 
for spit and polish, Nobby once 
demanded that his private stock 
of poultry should be fallen in 
at Divisions on Sundays so that 
they could be inspected along 
with the ship's company. 

How to line up a platoon of 
lively fowls and keep them pro- 
perly dressed by the right might 
have floored a lesser man than 
Captain Ewart’s coxswain. But 
he groomed the birds and kept 
them in place on deck by means 
of a staple over the toes of the 
chickens and a tack through the 
webs of the ducks. ‘ 

One morning the coxswain 
turned up for duty in the cap- 
tain’s boa* sporting a ripe black 
eye gained as the result of a 
lost argument. Nobby took one 
look at the brawny seaman, then 
this stickler for uniformity 
promptly ordered the rest of 
the boat’s crew to black one eye 
with burnt cork! 

It was not until a century ago 
that the Admiralty introduced 
the first regulation uniform for 
the men of the lower deck. Ex- 
cept that it is more smartly cut 
and better fitting, the blue- 
jacket’s uniform today differs 
little in essentials from that 
established so long ago as Janu-* 
ary 1857, . 

An ad@ional garment was a 
blue cloth jacket, abolishec in 
1891. It was from wearing this 
that the term “bluejacket” ori- 
ginated. 

The original Uniform Regula- 
tions also introduced a sennit hat 
for sailors to wear in tropical 
climates, Similar to the wide- 
brimmed straw hat worn at one 
time by children on holiday at 
the seaside, this article of kit 
became very unpopular, and 
was abolished. 

Naval officers’ uniform: was in- 
troduced in 1748 after they had 
sent a petition to the Admiralty, 
A group of officers persuaded the 
beautiful.

The farmer’s spray shed or the 
gardener’s garage is beginning 
to look like a pharmacy with all 


the varieties of agricultural 
chemicals now available to fight 
plant diseases. Without these 
chemicals, it is conceivable that 
we might succumb to the rots, 
the rusts and the blights. 


Today, research on fungicides 
has reached a high state of per- 
fection. But not too many years 
ago our food supply was at the 
mercy of many plant diseases. 
The potato, for example, had to 
fight a serious battle against 
early and late, blight which 
threatened its eqmplete destruc- 
tion, Se ae 

* oe 

In the early #th’ century, Sir 
Walter Raleigh,: sn’a.voyage to 
Virginia, discovered the Indians 
cultivating a plant the name of 
which he translated as potato. 
He took it to Europe where it 
remained a botanical curiosity 
for years. The peasant farmer 
at last discovered its food value 
and sooh the potato replaced 
cereals which had been the 
staple diet of the white man 
since the dawn of history. 

* 2 * 

Then a new disease appeared 
{n Central Europe. It made the 
leaves of the potato plant turn 
water-sddked) slimy, rotten. and 
black. The tubers @eosved and 
the crops were ruined, 

The disease, which we now 
know as late blight, spread with 
lightning rapidity over Europe 
and appeared in Ireland in 1844. 
That densely populated island 
had accepted the potato as a god- 
send and had almost ceased to 
grow cereal of any kind. The 
entire potato crop was wiped out 
and 250,000 people actually 
starved to death while 1,500,000 
emigrated, many to Canada. 

® * * 

In Canada late blight is today 
a serious problem for potato 
growers. The federal agricul- 
tural department undertook ex- 
periments in 1934 to breed new 
blight-resistant varieties. Aster 
testing more than 124,000 seed- 
lings, two varieties which were 


immune to the disease were in-, 


troduced, Unfortunately their 
immunity did not last. The ex- 
periments are continuing but the 
prospects of obtaining a blight- 
resistant variety of potato re 
main in the future 

* ft 

Although it is at present im- 
possible to eliminate the disease, 
its harmful effects can be con- 
trolled by fungicidal ‘sprays or 
dusts . 

From experiments in. Prince 
Edward Island growers have dis 
@overed that a certain fungicide 
gives excetient contral of early 
and late blight as well as other 
diseases of potatoes At the 


same time this fungicide stimu- 
lates growth and protects the 
quality of the potato right 
through the growing season

For blight control, application 
ghould begin as soon as plants 
are two to six inches high and 
cofitinue at five to 10-day in« 
tervals as long as blight threat 
ens, The fungicide is easy on 
foliage and ggrmers have found

Although a few worms can do 
little damage inside an animal, 
they do lay the groundwork for 


serious infestation of the rest of - 


the flock. Each female lays 60,- 
000 fertile eggs. These are dis- 
charged into the food mass in 
the digestive tract of the host 
to be passed out onto the pasture 
in the droppings. The eggs hatch 
into baby worms which are 
picked up by other sheep as they 
graze. Entering a sheep in large 
quantities they do serious dam- 
age. The only way to keep pas- 
tures free of infection is to de- 
stroy the parasites before they 
can lay their eggs. 
co * oF 

In recent years sheepmen have 
been turning to phenothiazine, a 
drug developed in 1938 by the 
United States agriculture de- 
partment to help cut down their 
losses from internal parasites. 
Phenothiazine may be given in 
sufficient doses to expel the 
worms outright, or in smaller 
doses to arrest the development 
of the eggs of worms that sur- 
vive. 

The recommended dose to re- 
move worms from &n adult 
sheep or goat is about one ounce, 
For lambs under 60 pounds, a 
dose of slightly over half an 
ounce is adequate. Somewhat 
larger amounts of the drug will 
not harm either sheep or goats 
bt accuracy in measuring the 
dosag avoids waste.

hearts of the children’s parents. And 
that’s’ where the nurse, with her 
know-how, patience and psychology, 
takes the sting out of the initial 
diagnosis and restores order and con- 
structive thinking in a home where 
disease brought confusion and choas. 

The Easter Seal nurses, who are 
trained in orthopaedics as well as 
graduates in public health, have had 
months of training in working with 
post-polio cases and can interpret the 
doctor’s instructions. And even more, 
they can visit the home and make 
sure they are carried out properly> 

For the bewildered child, whose 
legs or arms are wrapped in steel and 
leather, she demonstrates the correct 
use of crutches, braces and wheel- 
chairs so that the boy or girl is not 
aggravated by pressure sores. She 
runs a rigid time-table for the family 
and makes sure Johnny ‘or Mary gets 
to the hospital or clinic on the hour 
and day of his appointment. She 
shows how to massage young limbs, 
offers encouragement and advice, 
arranges camp holidays in the 
summer time and’sees to it that the 
education of the crippled child is 
brought up ‘to standard by home 
teachers or other methods. 

Nurses are in regular attendance at 
orthopaedic clinic centres, They give 
assistance to more than 200 Service 
Clubs in making surveys to locate 
crippled children. Their ceaseless 
activities encompass the child's home, 
the hospital, the Society and Service 
Club, the school and summer camp. 
Their reports never take into account 
things like race, color or creed. To a 
nurse, every crippled child is a | 
personal challenge, each being accept- | 
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ed for care on the basis of need alone.

reason than to get eggs. Some- 
times we ask them if they come 
to see us or to get eggs! 

Eggs . . . Dee and Joy both 
say they never get eggs from a 
store the size that our hens lay 
even though what they pay for 
are supposed to be Grade A. 
Large. They wonder where the 
big eggs go. We are puzzled 
about that too. We rarely see 
eggs for sale as big as those we 
sell —and certainly they can’t 
be as fresh. But we are. very 
well satisfied with the milk now 
that we have to buy it. Homo- 
genized milk is far more palat- 
able than fresh milk straight 
from the cow, to say nothing of 
pasteurization. And the skim 
milk we buy for ourselves is 
very good indeed. We have also 
been experimenting with citrus 
fruits and juices. Besides our 
morning grapefruit we like 
oranges sometimes during the 
day. But good oranges are about 
the hardest things to buy. You 
never know until you peel your 
orarige how thick the skin is, 
or how dry and pithy the orange 
may be. So now we buy either 
concentrated orange juice in 
small:cans or pure juice in car- 
tefis. But the question remains 
—where are the good oranges 
like we had when I was a child? 
No artificial colouring, thin skins 
and lots of juice. How can the 
quality of oranges change so 
much? 

And then we come to potatoes. 
Potatoes that look fine on the 
outside but. have great cavities 
on the inside. Some have dry- 
rot or the beginning of ring-rot 
and go black when they are 
boled. The grading may, not be 
intentionally dishonest as many 
defections do not show on the 
outside. Last week I bought a 
sack of potatoes that were 
really Grade A.L.—but they 
were not Ontario potatoes. We 
had a lot of wet weather last 
year during the potato growing 
season so we can hardly blame 
the potato growers for the poor 
quality. We should rather pity 
them for the loss they incurred. 

Ah well, some things improve 
with the years, some don’t. Pot- 
‘atoes and oranges may be in- 
terior but we like the way child- 
ren are dressed now compared 
with years ago. Thick heavy 
clothing, gum rubbers and over- 
socks were the best we had to 
offer. Now children have padded 
nylon snow-suits, fur-lined boots 
and they go out warm and un- 
hampered. They roll around in 
the snow and remain warm and 
dry. The only drawback is zip- 
ing them into the blessed things. 
Grandmas need a little educa- 
tion to perform that_job success- 
fully. I have finally reached the 
stage of getting the cocoon out 
of its covering but getting it 
back in\again is another story!

I set out early in May. Climb- 
ing for three days from the 3,000- 
foot-high plain of Kathmandu 
to the 12,000 feet of the Saone 


Mani ridge, I first crossed huge

ishing examples of the zeal and 
patience of the peasant... 
Human ants, long caravans of 
Tamangs in Indian file — the 
women wearing numerous neck- 
laces of red beads—carried their 


produce: bamboo baskets one “ 


inside the other, massive planks 
of reddish wood, rectangular 
loads of hand-made fibrous pa- 
per, enormous bunches of green 
boughs which entirely hid the 
porter’s body... 

The woods and forests aston- 
ished me in their turn. They 
bristled with black, branchless 
trunks like stumps, almost leaf- 
less, for in this region there is 
80 little grass for the cattle that 
the peasants cut the foliage to 


feed cows and buffalo, just as 


they do in Auvergne in the heart 
of Frartee. This habit, added to 
the activity of the woodcutters, 
is gradually killing the forest 
which would maintain the soil 
under the attack of the violent 
monsoon rains. As for the larg- 
est oak tr they are burned 
where they stand, their trunks 
crowned with smoke, for their 
ash is needed to whiten the paper 
made on the spot from the bark 
of the daphne. The industry is 
so large that it has given its 
name to the people of the dis- 
trict. 

No one who has not seen them 
can imagine the overwhelming 
splendour and richness of a for- 
est of tree rhododendrons — 
pale ivory-yellow, salmon-pink 
and mauve — the latter growing 
up to 10,000 feet.

Tunney Down 
For 14 Seconds 


Referee Dave Barry stepped 
in as Gene Tunney slumped to 
the canvas, badly hurt from Jack 
Dempsey’s two-handed attack. 

“Go to a neutral corner, Jack,” 
Barry said. 

“I stay here,” snapped Demp- 
sey, with a scowl. 

Tunney had fallen directly 
over my press row seat and I 


—h@ard the exchange between 


Dempsey and Barry clearly. The 
referee had come up, arm ready 
to start the count, then realized 
Dempsey was not moving. He 
took Jack by the arm, but it was 
a couple of valuable seconds be- 
fore Dempsey cleared out and 
the count could be started writes 
Nat Fleischer, America's leading 
fight authority. 

This was, of course, the seventh 

round of the second Dempsey- 
Tunney fight at Chicago, Sept. 
22, 1927. For most of six rounds, 
Dempsey was in trouble with 
Tunney. He simply could not 
eatch Gene and was taking a 
good lacing while trying it. 
. But here in the seventh, the 
famed killing power in Demp- 
sey’s fists had exploded. He 
hurt Tunney with a left hook, 
then a short right fogged Gene’s 
brain. A terrible battering stack- 
ed Tunney against the ropes, 
where he took as murderous a 
left hook as ever seen, then a 
series of short rights before go- 
ing down. 

It was to be 14 seconds before 
Tunney came off the floor. That 
was my count and that is the 
way it will remain in my his- 
tory. Others have argued that 
Tunney was down for nearly 
30 seconds. 

Fourteen it was, and it prob- 
ably was the most valuable space 
of time in Tunney’s life. Demp- 
sey wanted things his way-the 
old way ~~ standing directly 
over a fallen opponent and hit- 
ting him the moment his knee 
left the canvas. 

Referee Barry wanted it .ac- 
cording to the rules. So Tun- 
ney, trying to clear his head, 
came to one knee and waited 
as Barry, five seconds late in 
starting the count, reached nine. 

Then Gene got up. And this 
as not a dull-minded, desper- 
ate fighter who reached his feet. 
The Tunney who came off the 
floor was, instead, a smart 


fighter who ranks with boxing’s . 


all-time best as a master of the 
science. 

Gene started circling the ring. 
His legs moved, moved, moved. 
And he lured Dempsey into a 
mistake. The old Dempsey would 
have piled into him, both hands 
shooting. But the Dempsey who 
lost this fight tried to stalk the 
circling Tunney. He followed 
Gene’s monotonous circles—and 
after a while found he didn’t 
have the speed to catch his man. 

Tunney _Wowkt not gamble. 


Weakened, he would have heen 


no match for Dempsey. So he 
kept pecking with that left jab 
and moving on those beautifully 
conditioned legs of his. 

Tunney lasted the round and 
in the eighth, he broke out of 
his pecking with a short right 
chop which put Dempsey on the 
floor, Gene Tunney, heavyweight 
champion, was back in stride 
again. 

The rest of the fight had Tun- 
ney in command. Dempsey won 
only three of the 10 rounds. 

There were 104,943 fans at 
Chicago’s Soldier Field that 
night. They paid a tremendous 
$2,658,660 to witness the battle. 

And the thrill from those 14 
seconds still carries over in my 
memory.

How Can I? 


By Anne Ashley 


Q. How ean I remove iodine 
stains? 

A. If iodine has been spilled 
on wearing apparel, cover the 
stains with white laundry soap 
and allow it to remain in cold 
water for at least two hours. 
It can then be laundered in the 
usual fashion and the stains will 
wash out. 


Q. How can I prevent grease 
from popping? pace 
. A. Sprinkle a little flour in 
the frying pan and it will stop 
the spattering at once. Also try 
inverting a colandér over the 
pan, removing it only when 
turning. 


Q. What will loosen dirt when 
washing? 

A. One of the most useful 
aids on wash day is turpentine. 
It will loosen dirt without the 
slightest injury to fabrics. 


Q. How can I clean plaster 
statues? 

A. By using a thin paste of 
fuller’s earth and cold water, 
and spreading on with a soft 
brush, Remove the  fuller’s 
earth with tepid soapsuds and 
rinse in the same temperature 
water. Dry with/a soft cloth. 


Q. How can I prevent ingrow- 
ing, toenails? 

A. SWekings which are too 
short in the fouteere very often 
the cause of ingrowing toenails. 
See that both the stockings and 
the shoes are not too short. 


Q. How can I remove clogged 
ink from steel pens? 

A. Dip them in a strong solu- 
tion of ammonia water. This 
softens the ink and it can be 
easily wiped off. 


Q. How can I suve time in hang- 
ing wash during cold weather? 

A. Try pinning all small ar- 
ticles, such as handkerchiefs 
and collars, to the towels and 


larger pieces before going out. 


to hang the wash. 


Q. How can I clean white kid 
ploves? 

A. Pure alcohol is preferable 
to gasoline for cleaning white 
kid gloves. It dries quickly and 
without unpleasant odor of 
gasoline. 

Q. How can I tell if an egg is 
fresh? 

A. fresh egg is indicated by a 
rough surface and how quickly 
it dries when it is taken from 
boiling water. 

Q. What can be done to a 
straw hat that droops at the 
brim? 

A. Sponge well with the white 
of an egg that has been thor- 
oughly beaten. Then place on 
a hat stand to dry. 

Q. How can J prevent poach- 
ed eggs from sticking to the 
pan? 

A. When poaching eggs; 
sprinkle salt in the water be- 
fore the eggs arm broken into 
it. This prevents the eggs from 
sticking to the.bottom of the 
skillet, and the skillet can be
